2* After reference to the record of fee discussions itiich have taken 
place in the IAB, which indicated the universal desire for eosie positive 
step to insure full coordination of the activities of the JIC and the IAB, 

I submit fe© attached CIO draft of a charter for the Joint Intelligence 
Comities to the .IAB for its advice. Gossan. t or concurrence in the belief 
that the JCS draft does not Insure fee required and desired, cooperation 
and coordination between the intelligence organizations supporting on the 
one hand the MIA and the President, and on. the other the JCS. 

3* Attention i® invited to the fact feat the attached CIG draft 
suppresses the JIE, transfers most of its responsibilities to the CIG, 
and creates a secretariat for the JIC to handle those aatters vfcich are 
considered inappropriate to the CIO. 

k* It is the opinion of the Director of Central Intelligence that 
the adoption of fee CIG draft would eliminate the danger of conflicting 
intelligence estimates, facilitate the establishment of single priority 
standards for Intelligence requests to the civilian agencies of the 
Government competent to collect and compile intelligence data, and 
insure that the JCS will receive intelligence, national in scope, whose 
it so requires it without in any say creating a barrier between its 
ambers and their respective departmental Intelligence agencies which 
might impede Use ilow of strictly military intelligence. 

5# It is fee present intention of the Director of Central Intelli- 
gence to subnit the attached CIG draft, together with such statements 
of cement or concurrence as say be receive! from the IAB member®, to 
the SI A. for voting slip approval. Since a reply- to fee Joint Chiefs of 
Staff should be made at an early date, it is requested that TAB cosaent, 
if any, be In the bands of th© Secretary, till, within one week of th# 
date of this memorandum* 
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6. In referring this draft to the hlk for approval, it is ml the 
intention of the Director of Central Intelligence that the reply to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff ?.ill be in the n&m of the SI A but only In the 
for® of consents of the Director of Central Intelligence as requested 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff.
